The British policemen were slug- 


ged by Japanese soldiers in an as- 
serted invasion of the British de- 
fense zone of the 
International 


Settlement. 


Telfer-Smollett was reported to 


have warned Japanese military of- 
ficials that a recurrence might bring 
"gravest consequences." 


Rough handling of the policemen 


provoked sharp press criticism of 
Japan in London. The Daily Ex- 
press went so far as to predict that 
diplomatic relations might be se- 
vered by Britain. The foreign office 
awaited an official report. 


"Usual Apology" 


The Express said the "usual apol- 


ogy" merely would cross any Brit- 
ish protests. The telegraph 
and 


morning post stressed that lack of 
control over the Japanese military 
was a contributing factor. 


The London Daily Mail, comment- 


ing on slugging of the policeman, 
observed that "these deliberate out- 
rages will have a further irritant ef- 
fect upon relations between Japan 
and the powers already affected by 
Japanese actions in Shanghai." 


Meanwhile, the fury of the war 


centered 400 miles to the northwest 
of Shanghai along the 
east-west 


Lunghai railway, China's "last line 
of defense." 


Japanese reported 
capture 
of 


Tsowhsien in their southward drive 
through Shantung province, design- 
ed to win control of the railway 
Chinese denied its loss. 


Washington — (J) — The United 


States and Great Britain moved to- 
d.ay. .toward the final stages of a 
significant commercial accord cli- 
maxing 
Secretary Hull's foreign 
trade program. 


The proposed pact which Hull 


formally proclaimed last night his 
intention of negotiating with the 
United 
Kingdom, will involve a 


globe-girdling market. 


It will embrace not only Britain 


but her far-flung colonial empire 
and Newfoundland. 
Only 
India, 


the dominions and Ireland will be 
excluded. 


Actual negotiation of the agree- 


ment, designed to achieve mutual- 
tariff concessions, will begin as 
soon as American interests have 
made known their views concern- 
ing specific items of commerce. 


British and American economic 


experts have been 
engaged 
for 


more than a year in preliminary 
work _ on. the projected agreement. 
A British trade mission wilL.come4- ~a 
here next month to conduct the 
final parleys. 


American Concessions 


The list of potential American 


concessions includes whisky and 
other spirits, dressed furs, tin, rub- 
ber, boot and shoes, gloves, leather 
goods, woolen and cotton textiles 
and certain types of salted and pic- 
kled fish. 


In exchange for better customs 


treatment of such British goods as 
these, the United States hopes to 
obtain concessions from the 
em- 


pire which would widen the mar- 
ket there for American agricul- 
tural products, among other things. 
Britain has not yet announced the 
products on which it will consider 
tariff concessions. 


The United Kingdom already is 


the United States' largest foreign 
market. It absorbed American ex- 
ports valued at $440.122.000 in 1936, 
or nearly 18 per cent of this coun- 
try's entire sales abroad. It sup- 
plied this country with goods val- 
ued at $200.385,000, or about eight 
per cent of the entire United States 
imports. 


Samples of the oil and the piece

area of 60,000 square miles between 
San Luis Obispo and Ensenada, 
lower California. 


Given up for dead was Cadet 


Scott P. Hawkins. 29. of Jefferson 
City, Mo., who fell from his plane 
Thursday while engaged in the 
search. 


His parachute opened but he dis- 


appeared after striking the ocean. 


On the hopeful side' was the fact 


that the missing 25-ton, twin-en- 
gined bomber was capable of land- 
ing in and riding heavy seas for 
days, and that there were emergen- 
cy rations aboard. 


Against this was the fact the 


bomber had an auxiliary radio and 
nothing had been heard since it re- 
ported all well late Wednesday, 
when about 200 miles northwest of 
San Diego.

be kept at a minimum. 


State fishing 
crews in recent 


months have worked in many sec- 
tions of Wisconsin, including Lake 
Winncbago and 
the 
Fox river, 


where carp several years back had 
just about driven out all other spe- 
cies, according to experts. Cost of 
the work is borne by a special leg- 
islative appropriation of $150,000. 


In addition to the fish removed 


by employes of the state, licensed 
fishermen on the Mississippi river 
and Lake Michigan took almost 3,- 
000.000 pounds last year. 


During 1937 the conservation de- 


partment operated, equipped and 
manned nine camps, removing both 
large and small fish. Contracts to 21 
individual fishermen for the same 
purpose also were let during the 
year. More than a million pounds 
of the total catch, weighing less 
than a pound and therefore unmar- 
ketable, were canned by the con- 
servation department at^its plant at 
the Madison fish hatchery. Canned 
fish is distributed to commercial 
fur growers in the state.

A Little Saturday Talk 


We have already spoken of dogs 


being tamed by the people of an- 
cient Egypt. There were also many 
other kinds of tame animals in the 
country. 


First 
in importance, 
we may 


place cattle. Herds of these were 
kept by many of the farmers. They 
were used as beasts of burden, and 
drew plows across 
fields which 


were to be planted with grain. The 
flesh of bulls was used for meat, 
but there was a custom against the 
killing of cows for that purpose. 
Milk from cows was a common food 
drink. Cattle were sometimes used 
as "threshing machines." They were 
driven round and round upon floors 
covered with new-cut wheat and 
the grain was tramped out. . 


The taming of cattle in Egypt ap- 


pears to have been done by captur- 
ing wild animals which grazed 
about the outer edges of the settled 
part of the country. With the help 
of lasso and nets set up on poles, 
cattle were brought under the pow- 
er of man. • 


The owners of herds often caused 


their cattle to be branded with a 
special mark. This was to make it 
possible to tell the beasts apart, and 


also to prevent hunters from slay- 
ing tame cattle. 


In time of the Nile floods, herds 


of cattle were -sometimes caught in 
the rising yaters. Then their keep- 
ers made a desperate fight to save 
them by rowing or paddling behind 
and trying to force them to dry 
land. 


Donkeys were also common ani- 


mals. They carried loads of gram 
and other produce to market; and 
peasants sometimes rode on their 
backs. 


Horses were not used in Egypt 


for more than two thousand years 
after 
the invention 
of 
writing. 


They were at length brought into 
the country from Asia. 


Their chief use was for drawing 


chariots, both in war and peace. 


Sheep, goats and pigs were among 


the other animrls kept by Egyp- 
tian farmers. 
Monkeys and the 


little deer-like animals known as 
gazelles were kept as pets.

population of the United States has 
some form of social disease. Such 
statistics and many more that he 
declared he could present make it 
important for mothers and fathers 
as well as medical men to "sit up 
and take notice and do something 
about it." 


Dr. Dickclman 
explained 
thc 


three stages of syphilis, the initial 
lesion which is always at the point 
of contact, lasting for 2 or 4 weeks, 
then disappearing; the skin reac- 
tion which appears four or five 
months later and which disappears 
with or without 
treatment. 
The 


third stage is the attack of the dis- 
ease on the heart or nervous sys- 
tem which results in death. He 
pointed out that the time to catch 
the disease is in the first stage as 95 
per cent of the first stage diseases 
can be cured. Only 60 per cent can 
be cured during the second stage 
and between 5 and 10 per cent dur- 
ing the last stage. 


Explains Law 


Dr. Dickelman spoke about the 


new laws which make it compul- 
sory for young people seeking mar- 
riage licenses to have tests to de- 
termine whether 
they have social 


diseases or not and he pointed out 
that while there are 
many loop- 


holes in thc law as it stands, he 
believed that they will be plugged 
up and the law perfected.

fire at New London totaled $6.308.78 
for the year 1937. a decrease of ap- 
proximately $4.600 from the pre- 
vious year, according to the annual 
report completed by the depart- 
ment this week. Of the loss. $6,- 
292.23 was covered by insurance, a 
difference of $16.55. Losses in 1936 
reached $10,966 as compared to $2,- 
335 in 1935.

ing clubs, and other aeronautical ac> 
tivity. "Once you get an airport, 
adequate buildings and the like, pil- 
ots will look for it Sportsmen pilots 
will fly here just as tourists drive, 
seeking your fine facilities 
for 


sports, recreation, and the broad- 
ening influences of travel. You'll no- 
tice that airports without service 
will be dodged by pilots." 


Todd also explained that neccs 


sary facilities meant: attendance of 
a qualified mechanic or airport op- 
erator; service for gasoline and oil 
facilities; facilities for private fly- 
ing, etc. 


"Aviation will .exceed our wildest 


dreams. There is bound to be more 
general plane use," he concluded. 


Witiman was the center of inter- 


est, with questions shot at him from 
all sides, as he invited questions 
about flying. The quiet, unassum- 
ing flier who turned from commer- 
cial flying to speed racing, "just for 
the fun of it, and because business 
was bad," asserted, as did the other 
speakers, that one of the concep- 
tions which the average person had 
was that it was "hard to fly."

of worms and is otherwise perfectly 
healthy would lead us to believe 
that this light attack might have 
been caused from over exercise or 
the "cold and excitement" that the 
owner mentions. Cutting of teeth 
might aggravate the condition, but 
should not be the real cause. 


:Even in the cases 
of genuine 


"running fits" or canine hysteria, 
as it is sometimes called, few in the 
writer's experience have been fatal. 
Many dog.s have no doubt been des- 
troyed because the disease was be- 
lieved to be more serious, but in- 
formed dog owners seldom- have 
much difficulty in restoring their 
dogs to normal health. 


Keep Dop Quiet 


At the first sign of an attack, the 


dog should be placed in a. dark. 
quiet place. Eliminate starchy food 
from the diet and feed lightly on 
chopped beef for several days. Be 
sure that 
nothing 
frightens 
or 


startles the animal, and exercise 
him just a little. In hunting dogs 
the trouble is frequently brought on 
by too strenuous workouts before 
the peak of condition is reached by 
gradually increased periods of ex- 
ercise. 


Fits are found to occur 
more 


among young dogs, and even though 
they continue at intervals, they will 
seldom linger after 
the dog has 


reached the age o£ twelve tc^fifteen 
months. Your veterinarian, with 
whom you can discuss the syrriptoms 
and 
situation 
more 
thoroughly, 


should be consulted when there is 
any doubt in your rnind about a 
dog's health. Although we are not 
willing to advocate the constant 
doping of dogs, believing that prop- 
er food, housing, exercise and care 
will usually bo a good substitute, 
we are, however, of the firm.belief 
hat a good veterinarian is not a 
Dad "guy1* to cultivate, an .acquaint- 
ance with.
